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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant reiterates the previous arguments 
addressed in the Final Office Action. The arguments are not found persuasive for reasons of record. Applicant further asserts that the 
prior art does not recognize the problem solved by the instant invention. The asserted problem solving aspect of the instant claims is 
noted, but not found persuasive because the assertion is not supported by factual evidence. This is not an invitation to file an affidavit or 
evidence because such a filing after final action would be deemed untimely. 



The arguments of counsel cannot take the place of evidence in the record. In re Schuize, 
346 F.2d 600, 602, 145 USPQ 716, 718 (CCPA 1965). Examples of attorney 
statements which are not evidence and which must be supported by an appropriate 
affidavit or declaration include statements regarding unexpected results, commercial 
success, solution of a long-felt need, inoperability of the prior art, invention before the 
date of the reference, and allegations that the author{s) of the prior art derived the 
disclosed subject matter from the applicant, (see (MPEP 716.01(c). 

Applicant further traverse the rejection over Graves et al stating that the reference is not concerned with fabricating arrays "according to 
a target array pattern.... determined by a processor in communication with the deposition system." The argument has been considered 
but is not found persuasive because Graves specifically teaches computer controlled deposition based on spacing of needles (i.e. target 
pattern) wherein the deposition is controlled by computer and computer software (e.g. Abstract and page 5088, left column). Applicant 
appears to be asserting that the "target pattern" requires some specific structure or function. However, the claims merely recite "a" 
target pattern. Therefore the needle spacing and spotting based on the spacing is encompassed by the broadly claimed pattern.
